A RIVER OF FIRE.

Voleanio Eruption in HEawad—Thuuder,
ing Euplosions-White Hot ilovke nng
Flowing Filame
The Hawaii Gazelfe gives an acoount

of an eraption of the voleano of Mauua

Loa, exceeding in violence sny ever be.

fore kmown nn the island, The grand

outhurst of fire is described as follows:

It broke out mhout 7 ». M on Friday,

abont six miles norih of the summit

cerater of Mokuaweoweo on Manus

Loa, and flowed down the elevated

platean lving between Mauna Loa and

Kea, sending out two branches, one

from near its source toward the old

crater of Rilaues, and another branch
furtber down, tending toward the east,

On Wednesday the flow could be seen

distinctly from Hilo winding ils way

toward Punn, with a small branch
stream running ltoward Hilo. Tne
tréam ranning toward Puna was about
thirty miles in length, and from 100 to
M0 yurds in width, with a depth of
anbout twenty feet. A correspondent of
the Gazelle nccompanied a party to view
the grand sight, and they climbed the
mountain side Soon, he says, as the
fog gradunlly cleared off the sides of the
mountain, we saw a tremendous river
of fice pouring down the steep sides.

We could see it distinetly down the

slope, till it ran into the fog bank, which

Sad seitled like a huge snow bed all

over the lowlands.

The fire was nn intense white light
and was running furiously downward.
They then went toward Puna to see the
molten river by night. and, he adds, the
moon sct, and still it was light enough
to see to read. Away above us in the
licavens shone (he brilllant fountain
hiead, and thence to the end was a con-
tinuous stream ot liquid lava, There
lay n river of fire beneath us st least
thirty miles long, every inch of which
was one bright rolling tlide ot fire.
Thers wns not a single break in the
whole length. The whole front edge,
being about three-fourths of a mile wice,
was n most [ntensely brilliant light, and
as il siowly advanced and rolled over
the smull trees and serub, bright flames
would flash up nnd die out along the
whole edge. Then there were giant ex-
plosions, vast and terrible, as if the earth
was being shattered by earthquakes, and
allat once a huge dome of molten lava
was thrown up about half way up the
mountain side, and continue! to flow
over like an immense fountain. The
next day the party crossed the old lava
heds for bout 1,000 feet. Nottwenty
feot distnnt was the immense bed of lava
slowly moving forward with irresistible
force, bearing on its surface huge rocks
and immense bouldera of tons weight.

The whole front edge was one bright
red mass of solid rock incessantly break-
ing off from the towering mass and roll.
ing down to the foot of it, to be again
covered up by apother avalanche of
white-hot rocks and sand, The mass
was at its front edge from twelve to
thirty teet in height., Along the line of
its ndvance it was one erash of rolling,
sliding, tumbling red-liot rock. We
could see no fire or liquid lava at all,
but the whole advance line of red-hot
stones an scorin. Thero were no ex-
plosions while we were near the flow,
only a (remendous roaring like ten
thousand blast furnaces ail at work at
once, Some lears of the safety of Hilo
are still entertained, but the flow seems
irning in another direction.

A correspondent of the Honolulu
Press, writing from Hilo, says: The
sight on Saierday was indeseribably
grand. All day, with or without the
gluss, our eyes were turped toward the
mouniain, A fountain of liquid lava
wa2 pouring up from the summit line of
Mauna Loa. Two liery sireams were
distinctly visible coursing down its side,
one toward Mauna Kea, the other nearer
Hilo. At night the sky was n glare of
light that madeobjects distinetly visible
inthe streets and in our rooms. Wednes-
day night che siglit of the mountain was
most glorious. The broken elouds lying
around tiesummitsides were irradiated
and sbone in wonderful splendor. The
force of the eruption seems now dimin-
fahing.

FARM, GARDEN AND HOUSEHOLD

Parm and Garden Nofes,
A bulky fodder is the natural lood of
ruminants,

A uniform use of water is essefit'nl to
the healthy growth of plants.

Cornstalks contain more potash than
any other fodder fed to cows.

Pots containing flowers should be
washed as often ns any mold or Mingvs
growth appears,

When strawberry plasts are set in
rows three feet apart and a foot apart
in the rows it requires 14,620 for an
nore,

Sheéep manure is much richer than
uhiat of cows. Practioaliy it is estimated
nt nearly double the value ol that of
cattle,

On many farms there are some old
eattle and old sheep that ean only be
kept at a loss. It is cconomy to fatten
hem tor the buteher.

In all attempts at breeding dom estie
cattle no immature stock should be
used. Mature sires and dams are essen-
tinl if strong, healthy stock arve desirved.
** Like produces like."

According to Dr. Wiedebold, fungus
growths in cellars may be combatted
either by burning sulphur or by pour-
ing two parts of concentrated sulphiuric
acid over one part of common salt, and
8o closing all openings as {0 prevent any
escape of the vapors.

Prol. J. F. W, Johnston, says: ** It is
certain that common salt has in very
many cases been advantagecus to the
growing crop.” He then quotes the re-
sults of experiments in which wheat
dressed with snlt gave an average of
eight busliels more than the same kind
of soil produces without salt; barley
gave an incrense of twenty-one bushels
an acre, and hay one ton increase to the
acre.

The scales which fly off from iron be-
tng worked at forges, iron trimmings,
filings, or other ferruginous material, §
worked into the soil nbout fruit trees, or
the more minute particles spread thinly
on the lawn, mixed with the earth of
flower-beds or in pots, add greatly to
the productiveness of the soil. For eol-
ored flowers, they heighten the bloom
and increase the brilliancy.

The following fertilizer for hyacinthe
has been tried with great sucoess: To
a square yard of ground apply, when
planting the bulbs, an ounca and a hali
of superphosphate of lime, half an ounce
of nitrate of potash (salpeter,) and Lnlf
an ounce of carbonnate of soda, all well
mixed and pulverized in a mortar.
Using this fartilizer as a top-dressing
you may expeel very fine plooms, and
will not need fresh bulbs,

Ground bone, hone meal and fine
granulnted bome are nll merchantahle
articles nowadays, and ‘arge quantities
of this enconomical provision for poultry
are used by those who understand ity
value,

Lime is an excellent fertilizer on clay
soils, on account of its power to render
soluble wany of the component parts of
the clay, and also to muke it more
porous.

Srioep Beep .—Use about four pounds
of the flank of beef; wipe it with o elean,
damp cloth; rubinto 1t the following
spices mixed: One Leaspoouful ol sale,
one saltspooniul ench of ground elaves,
mace and pepper, and a vory little cay-
enne pepper. Rollil up and tie it ia o
compact roil. Pat it over the fire in
boiling water enough to cover it, and
hoil it slowly for two hours. Remove
the strings aud use it hot with sauce
piquante,

SAUCE P1QUANTE.—Chop fine one
tablespooniul of pickles, hinlf that quun-
tity ofonion and parsley if it is available;
put these ingreais nts over the fire in suf-
ficlent vinegar to covir them, and let it
boil nearly sway; then add a saltspoon-
ul of salt, quarter of that quantity of
pepper and half a pint of eold gravy, or
ol the pot liguor in which the beef wus
boiled; beil it once and use it hot.

BARED ON10NS . —Peelten large onions
without breaking the layers; boil them
for half an hour in well-salted boili, g
water, and drain them; when cool
enough to handle cut a hall<ineh slice
from the top of each, and take out a tea-
spoonful of the middie part; chop these
pieces fine, mix them with half & cupful
of stale bread crumbs, a saltspoonful of
salt, quarter of that quantity of pepper
and the yolk of n raw egg; use Lhis
forcement to stuff the onions, lay them
on & baking dish, prush them with the
white of the egg beaten n little,dust them
with fine bread crumbs and bake them
slowly lor forty minutes. Serve them
hot.

Friep PuMexiy.—Peel a small, ten-
der pumpking cut it in slices half an
i=sh thick and two inches equare,

prinkie each picee with salt and let iv
stand in an earthen dish for an hour.
I'hen wipe the slices, pepper them, roll
bem in flour and fry them brown in
smoking hot fat cnough to cover them;
Iay them on brown paper for & moment
%0 free them from grease after they are
one, and then serve them hot. Equash

AL the present
time the peasant does not complain
whatever object is stolen from bim
They attribute the theft to u cat earrier,
In Sicily, where the cat is looked upon
a8 sucred to St. Marthin, there is a super-
stition that any one who willfaliy or ac-
cidentally kills a cat will he punished
by the serious retribution of seven years'
unbappiness. Melton, in hiis ** Astrolo-
gaster,' says: ““When the cnt washes
her face over her eares, we shall have
great store of raine," The sneczing of
a cal was considered a lucky omen to a
bride who was to be married the next
cay. In Wilslord’s ** Nature Secrets,"”
*“cats coveting the fire more than ordin-
ary, or licking their feet and trimming
hair of their heads and mustachios, pre-
snges rainy weather.” In the** Statisti-
enl Accounts of Scotland,” it is swsted
that if n cat was permitted to leap over
a corpée, it portended misfortune. Their
tenacity of life comes out in the pro-
verb: *““Care killed the eat." Their
fumilinr presence at cvery one’s hearth
is alinded to in A cat may look at a
king.” In Hungary there isa curious
superstition that belore ncat can become
a good mouser it must be stolen.
